There are more graves, and thus it 
will go on from year to year until the last of 
the veterans has passed away, but even then 
loving will be found to continue this 
beautiful patriotic usage. The work done 
by the vetegans is appreciated too well and its 
influences are too apparent and far-reaching

in almost every State in the Union, and as 
ears go by it has come to be a day of 
tion, as is eminently proper. There is 
reason why it should be a day of moeurn- 
{gr of solemn reflections. Like our other 
national anniversaries it should be an occasion 
for popular rejoicing. The decoration of the 
graves of the dead is typical of the love which 
theiz comrades still have for them and of the 
patriotic pride which the people have in their 
memory and in the noble work which they 
achieved for the Nation.

-not so much mourning fer the dead as rejoic- 
ing for what their sacrifices accom plished, 

It is a ‘specially pleasing feature of Decora- 
tion day the increased observance of {+ in our 
public schools. The boys and girls should be 
dfaught the history of the war as an incentive 
to patriotism anda reminder of their duties 
when they come upon the stage of action as 
citizens. As the veterans pass off the scene 
the young should be taught to preserve their 
memories and should be inspired with the 
same loyalty to the flag and the Nation 
which they displayed. Much has beer done 
in this direction by the observances of Wasb- 
ington’s and Lincoln’s birthdays; still more 
might be accomplished by a ‘thoroughly sys- 
tematized celebration of Decoration day.

The clos- 
ing suggestion by the correspondent is of the 
rough and ready order; but probably the 
recommended application of the club would 
abe merciful in comparison with the regrets of 
these high-toned railroad officials, unless 
something induces them to come down from 
their high horse, and that speedily. 


TOO GENEROUS WITH THE PASSES. 

The number of persons who paid for admis- 
sion to the Exposition Sunday was rather be- 
low 80,000. The number of those who went 
in on passes is put at 40,000. One estimate 
is as high as 60,000. That over one-third of 
the visitors should go in free is unusual! in the 
history of expositions. Such an occurrence is 
not evidence of close business management. 
Of this army corps of 40,000 persons some 
were exhibiters, others were employés. Some 
were workmen who are not through with their 
labors, Many individuals belonging to these 
classes may have gone in and out several 
times and thus have been counted twice or 
thrice. Yet. after making all due allowances, 
it does seem as if there was too much genial 
liberality in the bestowal of passes. It is not 
in reason that there should be one deadhead 
for every two persons who pay. This is not 
‘* business.” . 

The management of the Exposition has 
been generous with passes, too much so for 
the good of the Fair. Few are they who will 
pay to go to a show when they can get in free, 
and those in charge seem to have humored 
rather than discouraged that feeling. Instead 
of free admission being difficult to obtain it 
is suggested humorously that whoever has 
one of! Maj. Handy’s widely distributed pho- 
tographs, or one of his pictures in any form, 
need have no trouble in getting past the gate- 
keepers. 

It was natural at the outset, before the Fair 
was opened and at a time when wild estimates 
were being, made as to the daily attendance, 
that there should seem to be no objection to 
a liberal use of “ paper’’ and that a pass sys- 
tem of unexampled magnificence should be 
entered upon. The Fair is open, more accu- 
rate estimates of attendance are obtainable 
now, and the directors must see that the num- 
ber of persons with chalk marks on their hats 
is too large. They should revise their system. 
They should begin first of all with the press, 
cutting off the free list all those who do not 
go to Jackson Park for the sole purpose of 
doing work there. The “ journslists ” who go 
there merely to enjoy themselves should pay 
their half-dollars, If unwilling to do that, let 
them stay out. If necessary abandon the 
present pass system entirely and substitute 
for it another less generous but more just. It 
will be money saved to cut loose altogether, 
even at the cost of a little temporary incon- 
venience, from the present extravagant way 
of doing business. 

It is believed also that there are many who 
get in under the canvas in other ways than 
with passes, even though the latter are be- 
stowed as freely as they are by the manager 
of a big circus, who knows, however, that he 
will take out of the city a harvest of half- 
dollars far in excess of his expenses. There 
is a strong suspicion that there are leaks which 
reduce the amount of money which should be 
taken in. Twice there have been arrests of 
gatekeepers for swindlinf and there are fears 
that those who have been caught may not be 
the sole offenders. The regulations should 
be such as not to lead them into temptation, 
and therefore the question is asked by many 
why the gatekeepers are permitted to handle 
the cash tickets, of which so many are pre- 
sented daily. Sometimes one of them will 
have a batch in his hand, They should not 
be touched by an employé. The person who 
presents one should put it in a box, as he does 
an elevated railroad ticket, and the chopper 
should do his work. There should be no op- 
portunity afforded for secreting one of these 
cash tickets every now and then and selling it 
on private account. 

The directors have not had time to give all 
these matters thorough consideration. They 
have been toiling incessantly to get the build- 
ings ready for the exhibiters. They have had 
the Sunday-opening question to deal with. 
They have had the National Commission to 
harass them. Being through substantially 
with these things they should turn their atten- 
tion to the gates of the Exposition, prune 
down this superfluity of passes, and put it out 
of the power of gatekeepers and all ¢thers to 
cheat the treasury of the Fair. Their duty 
now is to cut down expenses, stop the leaks, 
and gather in all the half-dollars they can. 
The Exposition is ready for the people. If 
there are those who are unwilling to visit it 
except 4s deadheads let them stay out and 
make the more room inside for those who are 
willing to pay.

WORKINGMEN AND THE DEMOCRACY. 

The report of the committee sent to Spring- 
field to secure legislation claimed to be in the 
interest of labor was submitted at a meeting 
of various labor organizations held Sunday 
and was of such a nature as to provoke them 
toanger. In view ofthe promises made to 
them by the Democratic candidates. last year 
in order to catch their votes their indignation 
is pardonable. The committee. stated that 
nineteen bills * direetly aimed to redress the 
grievances under which the workers of the 
land suffered were either tabled, or killed in 
committee, or were brought forward in such 
a half-hearted way that practically nothing 
for labor and its representatives had been ac- 
complished in this entire session, now draw- 
ing to its close, and which cost the people of 
the State more than $2,100 per diem since 
Jan. 1.” 

It is not to be wordered at that after listen- 
ing to this statement the representatives of 
the labor unions should have adopted a reso- 
lution calling on the Legislature to stay in 
session till it had passed the measures desired 
by the workers. The preamble to the resolu- 
tion was as follows: . 

Wuepeas, The members of the Thirty-cighth 
General-Assembly of the State of Illinois have 
been, without exception, and are now grossly 
derelict in their duty toward the people of this 
State by criminally misrepresenting the same, 
inasmuch as they have squandered both the time 
and the money of the people by their dilatory 
tactics, the business of the people suffering 
thereby. ;

Extreme Weakness in Farm Produce< 
Wheat Sells Off Sharply, Closing Nearly 

2 Cents Lower Bottom Prices on the 
and Lowest in Six Years—Corn

Abnormally Large=—Pork Breaks $1— 
Subsequently Recovers in Part. 


It was a day of sharp tension in the stock mar- 
ket yesterday, and at the close there was a marked 
feeling of relief that the situation had stood 
the strain so well. There was undeniable fear of 
failures over Sunday; the panicky condition in 
which the market had closed Saturday, and the 
sharp drop which had carried prices down lower 
than they ‘gone before on this decline, left 
the feeling exceedingly nervous. It was by no 
means certain that all the traders would come up 
with the necessary margins Monday morning. 
The fact that-the call began without the an- 
nouncement of any failure caused immediately a 
better feeling. 

West Chicago -street railroad stock opened 
where it had closed, at 160 regular. It was soon 
evident that there .were buying orders for cash 
stock at that price, There was a good deal of it 
for sale and trading was active, but quotations 
did not go below 160. Toward the close of the 
morning call a little more firmness developed 
and there were sales at 162. In the afternoon 
the market was exceedingly dull. The stock 
elosed at 161% for regular. A feature of the 
trading was the narrowing difference between 
regular and account stock. The second account 
became eral emp 4 the May account having 
expired Satu The difference between reg- 
ular stock and oJ une account narrowed at one 
time to 8X points, although Saturday 5% points 
were bid for tarning. At first glance it would ap- 
pear that this megnt easier interest rates, and 
that view might be accepted were it not that the 
highest carrying charges ever paid on the ex- 
change were to be found in.some turning trans- 
‘actions in other stocks. The explanation of the 
apparently easier turning charges for West Side 
steck is probably to be found in large buying 
orders for regular stock which made a condition 
a easier than it really was in respect to 

le market. 

Thess was not as good support for North Side 
as for West Side stock and quotations declined 
somewhat. The stock opened 226 regular. 
which was the same price at which it closed Sat- 
urday. It sagged from the opening, however, 
touching 223. The account stock was strong, 
selling up to 282 and closing at 281%. The dif- 
ference of 7% points between regular and account 
in North Side contrasted with a difference of 3% 
points, which ruled much of the time in West 
Side and was proof enough that the money mar- 
ket showed little improvement. The buying of 
North Side was quite largely made up of frac- 
tional lots. This buying of smal), odd-sized lots 
was indeea a feature of the trading throughout 
the list and indicates that small investors with 
money at their command are finding the present 
quotations attractive. 

The brewery stocks sank to the lowest price 
they have ever reached.
